Former “wood” collector Jonn MacLean of North Sydney (Nova Scotia) had this wood made back 
in 1982. It’s listed in Norm’s catalogue as 2610-003, 38mm diameter, obverse in red and re- 
verse in black, and there were about 1,000 made. John was a SCOTIABANK Manager for many 
years. About ten years ago, John (whose health was failing) sold his collection and Dave Gillespie 
acquired some of John’s woods. Dave then donated enough to distribute to our CAWMC member- 
ship. 





Did You Know: |n 1870, North Sydney in Nova Scotia (New Scotland) had become the fourth larg- 
est port in Canada for ocean ships, surpassed only by Quebec, Halifax, and Montreal. 


Did You Know: By 1880, North Sydney had the service of a bank (Bank of Nova Scotia), jeweller, 
barbershop, tailor, and the first grocery store in Cape Breton. 


Did You Know: North Sydney was incorporated in 1885 (over 125 years ago). 


Did You Know: Once called Gateway to the Continent, North Sydney is now known as "The Gate- 
way to Newfoundland’.

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Sept. 5, 2009, article: SHOW ME THE MONEY (HAGERSTOWN newspaper): 


Now and again, a child will get a proof set of coins from grandma and grandpa as a reward for a good report card or a perform- 
ance in a school play. 


Usually, the set is proudly displayed on top of a dresser for a while. Eventually, it is tossed aside, forgotten in the depths of a junk 
drawer. 


But sometimes, that is not the case. Some children, instead, become interested in coin collecting. They seek out other coins of 
interest, and start throwing around terms such as spot price, bullion and numismatics in casual conversation. 


Take for instance, Robert Lehmann, president of The Reeded Edge Inc. Lehmann's company specializes in rare coins and collecti- 
bles, with a storefront in Cumberland, Md., and a robust Internet dealership. 


Lehmann started collecting coins as a hobby as a child growing up in Silver Spring, Md. In 1979, he was a self-described "starving 
college student" working three jobs. So he went to a coin show to see if he could make some money. 


"| made more in one coin show a month than | did working all three of my other part-time jobs," Lehmann said Saturday at the 
Interstate Coin Club's Interstate Coin Show at the Best Western Grand Venice Hotel in Hagerstown. 


Nearly 30 years later, coins are his livelihood. 


Lehmann said the twice-annual show is one of the smaller ones he attends. He goes into the show hoping to buy $30,000 to 
$40,000 worth of material and to sell $40,000 to $50,000 of it. 


"This is a small show. It is a microcosm or a snapshot of what's going on in the coin business," Lehmann said. "There are a limited 
number of shows geographically specific to this area, and this show serves the area real well." 


Lehmann said he doesn't focus on dealing bullion -- precious metals such as silver or gold -- at shows. 
"We tend to get gold and silver in the office," he said. "We come to shows to buy and sell things we don't buy or sell in the office." 
Lehmann said he bought numismatic material -- coins with collectible value -- at the show, including half cents from the early 


1800s. He spent about $10,000 buying various coins valued from $300 up to $1,400. 


"We fell well short of our expectations, but | blame it more on the holiday weekend than the market," Lehmann said. "This is the 
last hurrah for a lot of people, doing their summer thing." 


He said he always does more business at the Interstate Coin Club's February shows. 


Jim Pappas, 73, of Ashton, Md., who owns J.P. Coins, was another of the 45 dealers at the show. While Pappas, like Lehmann, 
traded numismatic material at the show, he also noted the recent rise in the value of gold and capitalized on it at the show. 


"I've moved a lot of gold," Pappas said. "It closed at $996 per ounce (Friday), and | predict it's going a lot higher." 
Pappas said he sold 12 to 14 ounces of gold at $1,050 and $1,060 per ounce. 


A deputy from the Washington County Sheriff's Department worked overtime at the doors of the ballroom where the deals were 
brokered, and planned to guard the show's inventory throughout the night. 


Interstate Coin Club President Myrtle Canfield, 85, said about 450 customers attended. 
Robert Brechbill of Hagerstown, a club member and chairman of the show, said the event attracts an array of customers. 


"Some people collect just for the beauty of the coins, some for the value," Brechbiel said. "Some are only interested in certain 
topics, like Confederate money or ancient coins from biblical days. And some only want paper money."

The 
heritage buildings on North 
| St. Marys Island are an 
important aspect of the 
canal's distinct character and history. The Administration Building, Superintendent's Residence, Canalmen's Shelter, Powerhouse, and 
Stores/Blacksmith Shop were constructed of red sandstone and trimmed with limestone. The red sandstone was excavated from the 
canal during construction and the limestone was shipped in from southern Ontario and Manitoulin Island. These buildings are beauti- 
ful examples of Canadian architectural heritage of the late 1800s. When the canal opened it was the first lock operation in the world 
to operate using its own power station. The Administration Building was completed in 1895-1896 and housed the administrative func- 
tions of the canal. 













"Completed in 1895, this canal formed the last link in an all-Canadian 
navigation system stretching from the St. Lawrence River to Lake Superior. 
Designed and built by Canadians, the canal incorporated several engineer- 
ing innovations. It was the world's longest lock and the first to operate with [R= 
electrical power. It was also novel in using an emergency swing dam to 1 
protect the lock in case of accident. Electricity was generated on site in the 
powerhouse. Closed in 1987 owing to a lock wall failure, the canal was 
equipped with a modern lock and opened for recreational use in 1998."

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1855-1955 Soo-Locks, centennial celebra- 
tion, old plate. This 10 inch plate (which 
was made in Kettlesprings, Illinois) fea- 
tures all the old boats going through the 
locks: Only passenger whaleback, Christo- 
pher Columbus, Early Sidewheeler, the 
King Edward, The Steamer ,North West, 
Present day Lake Carrier, The Brig,brought 
the first ore through the locks in 1855, 
Opening of the Mac Arthur lock in 1943.

2005 marked the 150th anniversary of 
the opening of the Soo Locks between 
Lake Superior and Lake Huron. These 
locks eventually opened Lake Superior to 
overseas as well as in-Great Lakes ship- 
ping and provided the Soo Line Railroad 
with its name. 50 years ago, the Soo Line 
painted at least four of its 40-foot steel 
boxcars to commemorate the centennial 
year of the Soo Locks. An article with pho- 
tos of these cars, a brief history of the Soo 
Locks, and the origin of "Soo Line" ap- 
peared in the October 1985 issue of the 
Soo. These model train cars are now avail- 
able to collectors.
